The London observer 
preparation of paper of a remarkable char- 
acter. The uses to which it may be applied 
were explained on the 13th of August, at 
the Phenix Works, liattersea, as follows: 

There were tilths made of paper which 
bad been tested in the molt aaliafactory 
manner as rocket tubes. Being mad? of 
paper they are, of couso, very much lighter 
than theordinary iron tubes, and they aland 
the test of rocket firing equally m well as 
those of metal. Not leas remarkable were 
the thick slabs and boards made of paper. 
These boards, of one inch in thickness, had 
been tested by bullet and ball, and the re- 
suit showed that their power of resistance 
was equal to ten inches of solid oak. The 
bullet, which had passed so far through the 
paper board as to cause a projecting sur- 
face at the rear, would have gone clean 
through the oak, fracturing and tearing it 
in all directions, while in the paper board 
the perforation made was a small, clean, 
round hole. These paper boards are admi- 
rably adapted for the sides of ship*; their 
specific gravity is somewhat less than that 
of oak, and they are easily fixed to the 
framework of vessels They have, how 
ever, this additional advantage over timber 
they do not require copper sheathing to 
prevent fouling, they are non-absorbent, 
and neither animal nor vegetable life flour 
ifies upon their surface, as is the case with 
timber and iron. They have also this furth 
er advantage, that they are incombustible 
No amount of heat will set them in a blase 
The application of great heat will produce 
combustion in the immediate neighborhood 
of the flame, but anything like ordinary 
burning is quite out of the question. In 
addition, however, to all these good quali- 
ties, paper has positively the advantage 
over limber and iron in the matter of cost 
M. Sierlemy, the inventor, well-known 
for the successful manner in which he has 
arrested the decay of certain portions of 
the exterior of the Houses of Parliament, 
has discovered a fiber wich grows in the 
southern portions of Germany, and which 
may be converted into a rough kind of pa- 
per at a cost so triding as to enable him to 
compete with the builder of timber 
iron ships. Not content, howevsr, 
forming the sides of ships of paper, the in- 
ventor is now engaged in the construction 
of light field pieces, specially adapted for 
mountain warfare, and these, judging from 
rexulu already obtained by experiments 
with paper tubes, will be found to answe 
the purpose admirably. Tubes have already 
been formed cf this prepared paper, and 
they have stood the teat against iron in the 
most satisfactory manner 

80 far as we were enabled to ascertain 
the process of manufacture, it consists of 
lapping sheets or rolls of paper moistened 
wit!, a solution of which zopissa is the 
principal ingredient, one over the other 
until the requisite degree of thickness or 
strength is attained, and exposing the ma- 
terial for a short time until it becomes thor 
oughly hardened. This xopissa is of the 
nature of a gum, and is found in consider 
able quantities in Egypt. It has the pecu 
liarity of giving extraordinary hardness i 
any surface upon which it is placed, and i 
was very extensively used in the prepare 
lion employed for preserving the stone i 
the exterior of the House of Commons 
has also been used for the exterior of the 
Bank of England, the interior of the dome 
of St. raul's, on which Mr. Penrose has 
painted his frescoes, and it has just bee 
applied witli extraordinary success to tl 
itruhes of the London, Chatham and Dover 
railway at the LUphant and Castle station, 
which havelutely suffered considerably from 

roadway. 

There appears to be no limit to the 
plication of this useful material, 
tion to the preservation of paper, linen, 
stone, brick, plaster, and other naterial, 
another most useful application of the ad- 
vantage was shown in the perfection of a 
material resembling flock paper, and suita- 
ble for carpets, which can be prepared of 
any color and with endless variety of pat- 
Urn. A slight alteration in the mods of 
treatment converts canvas into a descrip- 
tion of oilcloth, which will stand any amount 
of wear, as may be seen from some pieces 
which have been for several months laid 
down in the worktshopt at Battersca. The 
maieriaU of a house are now in courre of 
construction, for the purpose of showing 
the adaptability of the paper boards to the 
construction of emigrants' houses, tempo- 
rary churches and barracks. Already 
Urge quantities of a material known as 
"Panonia, " or leather cloth, is manufactur 
ed by the use of this extraordinary tub- 
stance, and made up into boots and shoes, 
which rival in thedurable qualities the best 
kinds of leather, and it is equally valuable 
lor preserving stone, brick, works in plaat-

This gulch is very 
y all claims paying well, and 
some over $1,0(10 per day. The largest 
nugget ever taken out of the gulch was 
found two weeks ago, and weighed 440 
ounces. Two nuggets of less note were 
taken out this spring, one weighing 13*2 and 
tbe other U»0 ounces. These ars said by 
old miners to be tbe purest gold ever taken 
out in the Territory. 

Our price current is about as follows 
Flour $17 per cel., bacon 60c , sugar COe., 
coffee 60c, salt 2 r >c , molasses $7 60 per 
gallon, strained honey V'Oc. per lb., butter 
80c , beef 20 to 26c, mutton 26 to 30e. 

All kinds of clothing, boots and shoes, ars 
as cheap as in tbe States. Greenbacks here 
have been worth CO cents to tbe dollar un- 
til recent dispatches from Salt Lake City, 
quoting them at 47 cents, were received. 
They are now current at 60 cents. The 
last two weeks have been warmer than 
usual, and inclined to be dry: previous to 
that lime it rained and snowed every day. 
Our last snow fell en the 6th instant, two 
inches in depth, at the summit, eight miles 
above the city, at the head of the gulcb, 
on the morning of the Gib. Tbe ground was 
frozen slightly, and the snow-crested pine 
trees white, showing an occasional twig of 
green. 

Considering tbe number of people here, 
but few deaths have occurred. Mors per- 
sons die from the effects of gunpowder and 
the Bowie-knife, and the desperation of the 
Vigilante, than from disease.
